Conference. 

Rev.  W.  F.  Roberts,  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  of  Jonesboro,  La.,  were  introduced  to  the 
Conference,  and  invited  to  honorary  seats. 

Upon  motion  Mr.  Leon  W.  Sloan  was  privileged  to  ad- 
dress the  conference  in  the  interest  of  the  Anti-Saloon  Lea- 
gue work.  He  also  requested  that  one  of  the  strongest 
members  of  our  Louisiana  Conference  be  elected  to  serve  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League. 

The  order  of  the  day  having  arrived,  the  conference  ad- 
journed for  the  opening  sermon  which  was  ably  delivered  by 
Rev.  Morris  Lee.

First  Day  Afternoon  Session 

Conference  called  to  order  by  the  president.  Devotionals 
by  Rev.  Luther  A.  Bodie. 

Roll  called  and  corrected.  Upon  motion  the  names  of 
R.  M.  Walker  and  W.  M.  Piatt  were  transferred  to  the  "Roll 
of  Our  Honored  Dead." 


The  president  called  Rev.  Ira  L.  Yeager  to  the  chair, 
after  which  he  read  his  report,  which  was  adopted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Louisiana  Conference  of  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
now  in  session  in  Jonesboro,  La.,  Greetings  in  the  Lord: 

Immediately  after  last  annual  conference  I  entered  upon  my 
duties  and  continued  until  now.  I  have  traveled  thousands  of 
miles,  held  36  quarterly  conferences,  preached  90  times,  held  3 
revival  meetings,  gave  some  time  to  the  needs  of  our  Chatham 
Camp,  preached  several  funerals  and  helped  in  several,  have  met 
with  Church  Extension  Board  and  have  looked  after  our  delin- 
quent property. 

Official  Acts 

In  January,  I  appointed  Rev.  C.  A.  Calhoune  to  Dry  Prong 
church  as  pastor. 

In  May,  I  appointed  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  to  Winfield  church, 
which  was  left  unsupplied  at  last  Conference. 

Later  in  May,  I  received  Rev.  L.  A.  Bodie's  resignation  from 
Hollins  Chappie  and  Antioch.  Soon  after,  I  appointed  Rev.  E. 
W.  Corley  pastor  of  Antioch  and  Bro.  Brown  to  Hollins  Chappie. 
Bro.  Brown,  failing  to  get  word  of  this  appointment,  Hollins 
Chappie  remained  unsupplied  until  now. 

I  left  Barrons  Chappie  unsupplied  at  their  request. 

I  appointed  a  Mrs.  Lewis  to  supply  Bethel  at  their  request. 

I  then  received  Bro.  Morris  Lee's  resignation  from  Jena  and 
Beulah  and  in  July  appointed  Rev.  F.  L.  Shows  pastor. 

I  granted  Bro.  Strickland  and  also  Bro.  Ezell  Garlington  a 
transfer  to  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Improvements  Noted 

Ansley  installed  some  fine  shades  in  their  church. 

Pollock  has  repaired  their  church  all  over  and  did  a  fine  job 
of  it. 

Dry  Prong  church  was  re-roofed  by  C.  A.  Calhoun,  and  the 
Church  Extension  Board. 

Grayson  Methodist  Protestant  people  did  some  needed  re- 
pair on  the  Southern  Methodist  church. 

Money,  lumber,  and  needed  material  is  all  ready  to  repair 
the  South  Winfield  church.  Rev.  I.  A.  Patton  is  responsible. 

Sunrise  church  has  made  their  church  a  new  one,  installing 
carbide  lights  and  a  piano. 

Our  Chatham  Camp  buildings  were  reroofed,  shower  bath 
for  girls  and  a  fine  range  stove  installed. 

Recommendations 

That  our  pastors  put  forth  a  great  effort  to  observe  all  the 
special  days  of  the  denomination. 

That  we  stand  by  our  young  people's  school  at  Chatham. 

That  we  give  more  prayerful  attention  to  Bro.  Downs'  res- 
cue work,  especially  do  we  commend  this  work  to  our  woman's 
missionary  branch  and  the  church  as  a  whole. 

That  our  pastors  and  people  subscribe  for  our  church  paper 
for  there  is  no  greater  literature  in  print  than  the  Methodist 
Recorder. 
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That  our  people  stand  still  'till  God  lets  us  go,  and  close 
our  ears  to  those  who  would    discourage     our    denominational 
program.      We  are  yet  Methodist  Protestants.

We  are  living  in  an  age  that  necessitates  more  education  in 
all  walks  of  life  than  in  any  previous  age. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world  is  the  demand 
greater  for  higher  standards  and  clearer  thinking  on  the  part  of 
our  gospel  ministry. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  demand  for  educated  people  is 
continually  increasing  in  every  vocation  of  life,  we  should  there- 
fore take  a  definite  stand  against  illiterate  ministry.  There- 
fore, we  recommend: 

That  everyone  coming  to  our  conference  and  undertaking 
the  high  calling  of  the  gospel  ministry  do  all  in  their  power  to 
attend  one  of  our  colleges  and  thus  qualify  themselves  for  the 
great  task  that  is  before  them. 

We  further  recommend  that  the  preachers  of  our  confer- 
ence preach  at  least  once  a  year  on  Christian  Education  and  in- 
sist upon  their  people  taking  advantage  of  every  available  op- 
portunity and  as  a  conference  we  place  ourselves  as  a  supporter 
of  our  denominational  institutions,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  neglected  taking  our  church  paper  let  us  put  forth  a 
greater  effort  to  place  our  church  paper  in  our  homes.

1.  In  response  to  a  request  from  the  Council  of  Christian 
Education  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  to  make  provision  to  as- 
sist in  the  support  of  our  Leadership  Training  Schools,  we  offer 
the  following  plan. 

(a)  That  Sunday  Schools  in  stations  and  half  stations  be 
assessed  two  dollars  ($2.00)  each. 

(b)  That  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  station  and  half 
station  be  assessed  two  dollars  ($2.00)  each. 

(c)  That  Sunday  Schools  in  circuits  be  assessed  one  dollar 
($1.00)  each. 
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(d)  That  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  circuits  be  assess- 
ed one  dollar  ($1.00)  each. 

(f )  That  the  assessments  be  collected  on  or  before  May  1, 
1938,  and  be  forwarded  to  Miss  Myrtle  Malone,  treasurer  of  the 
Council. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  president's  salary  be  based  upon 
15  per  cent  of  pastor's  salary  promised  up  to  $400.00,  and  12% 
per  cent  to  all  above  this  amount.  Each  pastor  shall  be  respon- 
sible to  see  that  this  salary  is  paid  in  full;  and  that  all  mission- 
aries and  evangelists  be  assessed  $5.00  to  apply  on  this  salary.

(a)  That  distribution  of  said  funds  be  as  follows:

(c)  $30.00  annual  conference  secretary. 

(d)  $20.00  annual  conference  treasurer. 

(e)  Balance  to  be  divided  as  follows: 
'(a)     50%  to  general  conference  claims. 

(b)  50%  to  annual  conference  claims. 

(c)  Annual  conference  claims  to  be  divided  as  follows: 
60%  Church  Extension. 

25%  Superannuates. 

15%  Delegate  General  Conference. 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  all  pastors  accept  the  re- 
sponsibility of  collecting  the  President's  Salary  and  General  and 
Annual  Conference  Claims. 

Also  the  following  special  davs  be  observed:  Easter,  Chil- 
drens  Day,  Rally  Day,  and  Young  Peoples  Day.

5.  That  such  funds  be  used  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the 
speakers  and  to  pay  for  the  meals  of  the  pastors  and  speakers  at 
the  dining  hall  of  the  Leadership  Training  School,  to  defray  the 
expenses  of  the  teachers  and  speakers,  and  other  necessary 
expenses. 

6.  That  the  conference  Board  of  Christian  Education  be 
instructed  to  proceed  with  arrangements  and  programs  for  the 
Pastor's  School  for  next  year.

BY-LAWS 

Section  1.  No  delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in 
the  annual  conference  without  proper  credentials  or  other 
satisfactory  evidence  of  his  election;  and  in  case  of  alternate 
the  certificate  shall  so  express  it. 

Section  2.  Delegates  to  the  annual  conference  shall  be 
elected  from  the  members  in  good  standing  and  in  full  mem- 
bership, over  the  age  of  fifteen  years.  In  circuits,  stations, 
and  missions,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  steward  to  designate 
the  time  and  place  and  give  notice  of  election.  The  election 
shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  stewards ;  and  they 
shall  act  as  judges  of  the  election  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
returned  to  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference,  there  to  be 
compiled  and  consolidated.  The  person  or  persons  receiving 
a  plurality  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected  delegate  or 
delegates,  and  receive  certificates  according;  provided  that 
in  the  case  of  a  tie,  members  of  Quarterly  Conference,  by  a 
majority  vote  shall  decide ;  and  provided  further  that  in  case 
the  delegates  and  alternates  elected  from  any  work  are  prov- 
identially hindered  from  attending  the  annual  conference  to 
which  they  were  elected  then  the  pastor  in  charge  shall  have 
the  right  to  appoint  a  suitable  person  to  represent  the  work 
in  the  conference.  That  no  one,  especially  the  men  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  for  delegate  who  does  not  contribute  regular- 
ly for  the  support  of  the  pastor  and  the  claims  of  the  general 
and  annual  conference. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  orders,  except 
they  be  persons  of  exceptional  moral  character,  genuine 
piety,  respectable  attainment  and  sound  in  the  belief  of  the 
fundamental  doctrine  of  Christianity  and  faithful  in  the  dis- 
charge of  gospel  duties. 

Section  4.  No  minister  in  good  health  shall  be  left 
without  ministerial  work  for  more  than  two  years  at  the  end 
of  which  time  he  shall  resume  his  itinerate  labors,  or  be 
transferred  to  the  unstationed  list,  and  if  so  transferred 
shall  receive  a  certificate  of  his  standing.  This  rule  shall 
apply  to  any  minister  so  transferred  provided  he,  at  his  own 
request,  may  locate  by  vote  of  the  conference. 
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Section  5.  No  minister  or  preacher  appointed  to  a  cir- 
cuit, station  or  mission,  shall  cease  from  labors  assigned  him 
by  the  stationing  authority  until  his  term  of  service  shall 
have  expired,  except  by  consent  of  the  president,  for  reason 
by  him  deemed  expedient. 

Section  6.  The  secretary  shall  furnish  each  pastor  with 
a  condensed  blank  pastor's  report  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  annual  conference  that 
each  pastor  during  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of  confer- 
ence hand  their  reports  to  the  committee  on  pastors  reports 
and  that  as  soon  as  passed  upon  by  committee  and  confer- 
ence, said  report  shall  be  delivered  to  conference  steward  for 
his  action,  then  to  the  statistical  secretary  for  final  disposi- 
tion. Should  any  pastor  fail  to  comply  with  this  rule  for 
the  first  offense  he  shall  be  reprimanded  by  the  president, 
and  for  the  second  offense  shall  be  located  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  conference.  That  the  evangelists  and  confer- 
ence missionaries  read  their  reports  to  the  conference.  We 
recommend  that  when  the  president  visits  a  pastoral  charge, 
that  he  first  converse  freely  with  the  pastor  as  to  the  spirit- 
ual and  financial  condition  of  the  charge  and  that  he  insist 
on  a  strict  obedience  to  the  vows  made  when  uniting  with 
the  church. 

Section  7.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of  each  Charge  shall 
soon  after  the  adjournment  of  the  annual  conference  meet 
and  in  connection  with  the  pastor  proportion  the  assessment 
made  by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  for  the  support  of 
the  pastor.  The  proportion  to  be  made  to  each  class  accord- 
ing to  ability  and  willingness  to  pay  and  that  the  stewards 
see  that  the  same  is  paid  promptly  and  in  connection  with 
Section  7,  we  recommend  that  each  steward  keep  a  non- 
effective roll,  noting  those  that  are  able  and  do  not  contrib- 
ute to  the  support  of  the  pastor,  the  president,  and  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  church,  and  that  the  stewards  notify 
the  pastor  of  the  number  of  members  that  do  not  help  sup- 
port the  church. 

Amendment  to  Section  7 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  pastor,  evangelist,  or  con- 
ference missionary  holding  or  causing  to  be  held  any  revival 
meeting  within  the  bounds  of  the  conference,  to  receive  a 
special  offering,  either  during  said  meeting  or  at  some  other 
time  during  the  year.  Said  offering  to  be  placed  immedi- 
ately in  the  superannuate  fund,  by  sending  to  treasurer  of 
said  fund.      The  failure  to  comply  with  this  rule  he  or  she 
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shall  be  assessed  the  sum  of  five  ($5.00)  dollars,  for  each 
meeting,  which  will  be  placed  in  said  fund. 

Section  8.  On  all  subjects  involving  the  financial  inter- 
est of  the  church,  no  one  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  except 
those  who  are  eighteen  years  of  age  and  are  contributing 
members  in  full  membership. 

Section  9.  Any  member  twenty-one  years  of  age  and 
in  good  standing  and  in  full  membership  for  one  year  is  eli- 
gible to  any  office  in  the  church  and  as  a  delegate  to  the  an- 
nual conference ;  provided  that  where  a  church,  circuit,  sta- 
tion, or  mission  has  no  member  of  said  age,  they  may  place 
in  office  in  the  church  or  elect  as  delegate  to  the  annual  con- 
ference such  as  are  not  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  such  as 
have  not  been  members  one  year. 

Section  10.  Due  notice  shall  be  given  previous  to  any 
action  to  be  taken  that  involves  the  financial  interest  of  the 
church. 

Section  11.  The  term  of  office  of  conference  steward 
shall  be  one  year. 

Section  12.  The  conference  steward  shall  be  required 
to  receive  and  hold  all  money  collected  for  various  benevo- 
lent purposes  from  the  different  charges,  also  conference 
collections. 

Section  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  conference  stew- 
ard to  settle  all  incidental  expenses  of  the  conference  out  of 
the  conference  collections  during  the  session  and  present  the 
remainder  to  the  conference  for  disbursement. 

Section  14.  He  shall  pay  over  to  the  different  boards 
or  persons  authorized  to  receive  same,  all  money  received  for 
the  various  benevolent  purposes  taking  receipt  and  at  which 
any  other  business  in  his  hands  shall  make  proper  exhibit  to 
the  conference  during  the  session  at  which  he  was  appointed 
also  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

Section  15.  At  the  first  quarterly  conference  of  each 
conference  year  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  to  the  amount 
of  the  assessment  made  by  the  fourth  quarterly  conference 
for  his  support  during  the  year.  Immediately  after  each 
quarterly  conference  the  pastor  shall  call  attention  of  each 
class  to  the  amount  of  his  salary  that  is  unpaid  and  in  case 
the  pastor  neglects  to  do  this,  the  steward  will  not  be  held 
responsible  if  the  full  amount  is  not  paid. 

Section  16.  There  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session  of 
the  annual  conference  a  minister  or  preacher  to  preach  an 
opening  sermon  at  the  sitting  of  the  next  annual  session. 
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Section  17.  The  proceedings  of  the  annual  conference 
shall  be  recorded  by  the  secretary  and  properly  arranged  for 
printing  in  the  annual  minutes  for  which  she  shall  receive 
reasonable  compensation  and  the  minutes  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  the  secretary. 

Section  18.  The  secretary  shall  take  charge  of  all  books 
and  journals,  records  and  proceedings  of  the  conference  and 
transmit  the  same  to  the  conference  at  its  next  session. 

Section  19.  The  president  shall  be  stationing  authority 
of  the  conference,  calling  to  his  aid  as  council,  one  layman 
from  each  work  represented. 

Section  20.  In  stationing  the  ministers  and  preachers 
there  shall  not  be  given  to  any  one  appointment  who  in  the 
opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  members  is  incompetent  for  the 
duties  thereof,  or  who  they  believe  will  neglect  the  appoint- 
ments and  such  ministers  and  preachers  may  be  transferred 
by  conference  to  the  unstationed  list ;  provided  that  no  min- 
ister or  preacher  who  in  the  judgment  of  the  conference  is 
entitled  to  a  superannuated  relationship  shall  be  transferred. 

Section  21.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  president  to  see 
that  deeds  be  taken  to  all  the  church  property  belonging  to 
the  Methodist  Protestant  church  in  the  Louisiana  District, 
and  have  same  recorded. 

Section  22.  That  the  president,  secretary,  conference 
steward  and  standing  district  committee  shall  be  elected  at 
3 :00  o'clock  p.m.,  on  the  first  day  of  each  annual  session  of 
the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Protest- 
ant Church. 

Section  23.  These  By-Laws  can  only  be  changed,  alter- 
er  or  amended  by  giving  one  day's  notice  in  open  conference 
of  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,  and  it  will  require 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  belonging  to  that  session 
of  the  conference. 

RULES     OF     ORDER 

Section  1.  The  conference  shall  be  opened  promptly  on 
the  day  and  time  appointed,  the  president  conducting  the  de- 
votional services.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  after  which 
the  president  shall  read  the  annual  report. 

Section  2.  During  the  morning  of  the  second  day  of 
conference  all  ministers  and  preachers  under  appointment  of 
this  conference  shall  hand  their  reports  to  the  committee  on 
Pastor's  Report. 
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Section  3.  On  assigning  the  floor  to  any  member  of 
the  conference  he  shall  distinctly  announce  the  member  to 
whom  it  is  assigned. 

Section  4.  All  motions  and  resolutions  shall  be  written 
if  the  president  and  secretary  request. 

Section  5.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  or  a  resolution 
introduced  and  seconded,  or  a  report  presented  and  is  read 
by  the  secretary,  or  is  stated  by  the  president,  it  shall  be 
deemed  in  the  possession  of  the  conference  any  time  before 
the  amendment  or  decision. 

Section  6.  All  motions  to  postpone,  or  lay  on  the  table 
shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

Section  7.  No  new  motion  or  resolution  shall  be  enter- 
tained until  the  one  under  consideration  has  been  disposed  of 
which  may  be  done  by  adopting  or  rejecting,  unless  one  of 
the  following  motions  shall  intervene,  which  are  placed 
namely :  First,  indefinite  postponement ;  Second,  laying  on 
the  table;  Third,  referred  to  a  committee;  Fourth,  postpone- 
ment to  a  given  time ;  Fifth,  substitute ;  Sixth,  amendment. 
A  substitute  may  be  amended. 

Section  8.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  de- 
bate or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Conference,  he  shall  arise 
and  respectfully  address  the  president,  but  shall  not  proceed 
until  recognized  by  him. 

Section  9.  No  member  shall  be  interrupted  while  speak- 
ing except  by  the  president  to  call  him  to  order  when  he  de- 
parts from  the  question  or  uses  personalities  or  disrespectful 
language;  but  any  member  may  call  the  attention  of  the 
president  to  the  subject  when  he  deems  a  speaker  out  of  or- 
der and  any  member  may  explain  when  he  thinks  himself 
misrepresented. 

Section  10.  When  a  member  wishes  to  speak  on  a  ques- 
tion of  privilege  he  shall  briefly  state  the  question,  but  it 
shall  not  be  in  order  for  him  to  proceed  until  the  president 
shall  decide  it  a  privileged  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on 
the  same  question  nor  more  than  five  minutes  at  one  time 
without  leave  of  the  conference ;  nor  shall  any  member  speak 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  has 
spoken ;  provided,  however,  that  the  mover  of  a  resolution  or 
a  committee  making  a  report  shall  in  all  cases  be  entitled  to 
five  minutes  to  close  the  debate. 
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Section  12.  When  a  motion  or  resolution  shall  have 
been  voted  upon  by  the  conference  it  shall  be  in  order  for 
any  member  who  voted  with  the  prevailing  side  to  move  a 
reconsideration  but  a  motion  to  reconsider  is  a  non-debatable 
motion,  and  must  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  absent  himself  from  the 
conference  without  leave,  unless  he  is  sick  or  unable  to 
attend. 

Section  14.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  on  any 
question  who  is  not  within  the  Bar  when  such  question  is 
put  by  the  president  except  by  leave  of  the  Conference  when 
he  shall  be  necessarily  absent. 

Section  15.  Every  member  who  is  in  the  Bar  at  the 
time  the  question  is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  con- 
ference for  special  reason  excuse  him. 

Section  16.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  call 
for  the  ayes  and  nays  on  any  question  before  the  conference 
and  if  the  call  be  sustained  by  one-third  of  the  members 
present,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  the  ayes  and  nays. 

Section  17.  It  shall  be  in  order  to  move  the  question  be 
taken  without  further  debate  on  any  measure  pending  before 
the  conference  except  in  cases  where  character  is  involved. 

Section  18.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  or- 
der and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Section  19.  The  president  shall  appoint  the  chairman 
of  committees  on  subjects  of  general  interest  and  notify  each 
chairman  of  his  appointment  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
session  of  the  conference. 

Section  20.  The  committee  on  examination  shall  be  ap- 
pointed one  year  in  advance  and  meet  at  next  annual  confer- 
ence one  day  prior  to  convening  of  that  body  and  that  the 
under-graduates  meet  such  committee  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
ing examined  in  their  studies.  Failure  on  the  part  of  the 
under-graduates  with  this  requirement  (unless  providen- 
tially hindered)  forfeits  their  opportunity  to  meet  the  com- 
mittee during  that  session  of  conference. 

Section  21.  No  minister  or  preacher  who  are  members 
of  this  conference  shall  intrude  themselves  on  any  station, 
circuit,  or  mission,  without  first  receiving  an  invitation  or 
permission  from  the  pastor  in  charge. 
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
